Louis by tue lower house of the legis­ 
lature of Utah to investigate irregu­ 
la rities in the accounts of Utah's com­ 
m ittee to the Louisiana Purchase ex­ 
position have presented a report that 
is severe .n its criticism of the man­ 
agement of the exposition. 
The re­ 
port says: 
“ We are unanimous 
in

that, according to our knowledge and 
belief, the so-called awards, consist­ 
ing of medals, ribbons, etc.. supposed­ 
ly given as marks of merit by the St. 
Louis official award ribbon commit 
tee by authority of the Louisiana Pur­ 
chase exposition to the so-called suc­ 
c e s s f u l exhibitors, are in our opinion 
an immense and gigantic fraud." 
The report charges that 
so-called 
awards of merit are being issued “ by 
a straw incorporation” for the sole 
purpose of being sold to be used in a 
com m ercial way as advertising mat­ 
ter. 
The com m ittee reports the sub­ 
stance of a conversation with an agent 
alleged to be employed especially to 
sell these awards on commission. The 
alleged agent, the report says, exhibit­ 
ed one award “of special m erit“ that 
he said he had sold for $500 and sta t­ 
ed to the com m ittee that a certain 
well-known 
m anufacturing 
concern 
had paid as high as $20,000 for a so- 
called official award to be used for 
advertising 
The com m ittee further 
charges tha t legitim ate medals were 
being held

management to promote this traffic in 
awards.
